GENERAL REMARKS. 


Lord's Mill school taught by Irma.J. Nickerson, Bald Hill 
school taught by Mamie E. Foss. I visited those two ‘schools 
twice during each term and found them perfectly satisfactory. 
Mrs. Nickerson and Miss Foss being experienced teachers, the 
advancement of the pupils was better than usual. I also vis- 
ited the Passaconaway school once, taught by H. N. Merrill. 
My time was limited and I did not stay long, but this school 
appeared to be one of the best. Canada Street school, taught 
by Carrie B. Smith, I did not visit, but think it was satis- 
factory. 

We have had a very successful year, but are hoping for 
better results next year, as the State has appropriated $178.53 
for the advancement of our schools in this town. By this ap- 
propriation the town is not relieved from raising the usual 
amount, as the law requires twenty weeks of school each year, 
and would advise the town to raise $400 the same as last year, 
and think this the sentiment of the whole school board:
